Shanghai, Jan. 10, performances in the World Theatre 


Miss Brodie Clarke was the 
heroine of an encounter with a 
gang of armed robbers who tried 
to raid her home at 46 Ferry Road 
on Sunday night. Showing much 
courage although she wes faced 
by four men armed with pistols, 
she stepped back into her room, 
blew loudly on a police whistle, 
with result that the gang fled. 

This daring attempt to roba 
foreign house was made at 6 p.m., 
on Sunday when a gang of five]: 
men, four carrying pistols and the 
fifth arnied with an iron bar, en- 
tered the compound of the house 
by the back door. They terroriz- 
ed two coolies into submission and 
forced one to ask the amah. to

“Oh! Bill, got a minute? What's 
the difference between the. super- 
heterodyne ‘and other receivers?
